E-W Tollway receipts 
are below expectations

The state of the economy has crep t into 
Dix on’s latest mov e toward a continu ou s 
growth p attern—the East-West Tollway ex ­ 
tension. Rev enu es for the 6 9 -mile ex tension 
are well below original p rojections. 
Ex ecu tiv e Director of the Illinois State 
Toll Highway Au thority Richard Blakley told 
Rotarians at their Monday meeting that rev e­ 
nu es fell short by 40 p er cent since the tollway 
op ening. 
Blakley was q u ick to p oint to economic 
trends as the p rim e reason for the loss of rev ­ 
enu es. The Highland Park Ex ecu tiv e also 
mentioned the gasoline crisis and the p sy cho­ 
logical asp ect of the road op ening at a p ecu ­ 
liar tim e of y ear—“a new road takes time to 
dev elop trav el p atterns,” he reasoned. 
To com bat the trend, Blakley v oiced his 
su p p ort behind an adv ertising camp aign 
along the ex isting tollway sy stem in efforts to 
bring the metrop olitan dweller to other p arts 
of the state for recreation. 
On the financial side, Blakley ex p ou nded 
on what he term ed a misconcep tion that the 
East-W est Tollway has to stand by itself. 
“Not tru e," he told the cap acity crowd, ‘‘the 
total rev enu es of the entire sy stem are av ail­ 
able—I hav e no long-term anx ieties abou t the 
economic fu tu re of the East-W est.” 
The director then got down to the bu siness 
at hand That being his top ic of the imp act the 
tollway will hav e on Dix on. Blakley stressed 
throu ghou t his talk that the fu tu re economic 
ou tlook along the tollway dep ends wholly 
u p on how well city and cou nty p lanners do 
their job. 
Prefacing his rem arks, Blakley said ‘‘on 
one hand the imp act can be nothing—howev er 
there is abu ndant ev idence in the ex isting 
sy stem that if y ou bu ild a tollroad it will breed 
its own su ccess.” 
He warned city cou ncil m em bers and 
cou nty p lanners, some of whom were in a t­ 
tendance, to keep in mind that a downtown 
can become a ghost town if shop p ing com 
p lex es are allowed to su rrou nd a toll way . 
“The East-W est Tollway has a u niq u e 
p roblem to any other road in the sy stem, that 
being its drainage p rocess Along ou r sy stem, 
indu stry drains into the road,” Blakley said. 
He went on to ex p lain that certain areas of the 
tollway hav e reached their cap acity and can 
take no more drainage “This may p u t a bu r 
den on dev elop ers " 
Still op timistic abou t the fu tu re growth, 
Blakley said if history is any index “there will 
be continu ou s grow th—howev er the natu re of 
this growth shou ld not be blamed cm the toll- 


way —it’s within the p rov ince of local officials 
to dev elop a p lan and consu lt with other com ­ 
mu nities on the sy stem for gu idance.” 
While rep sonding to q u estions from the au ­ 
dience, Blakley field one q u estion dealing 
with the high rates for the ride from Dix on to 
Chicago. He resp onded by say ing that East- 
West Toll way u sers are getting the best bu y of 
any one in the sy stem . Ov erall trav eling on the 
East-W est will cost 1.9 cent p er mile, while 
other tollroad ex tensions ru n at two cents and 
abov e. 
Blakley did adm it that there are some sec­ 
tions of the road which can ru n as high as 
nine-cents p er mile becau se of the “barrier 
sy stem ” of collecting tolls. “Althou gh the 
ticket sy stem where motorists p ay for only 
the m ileage recorded is more accu rate, the 
p lan was abandoned in the p ast becau se of its 
inability to cop e with heav y traffic areas,” he 
said. 


Addressing himself to a q u estion concern­ 
ing higher sp eed limits on the tollroad, 
Blakley said stu dies showed the op timu m 
sp eed on the sy stem to keep traffic mov ing in 
all areas is 55 miles p er hou r. “This is not to 
say we wou ldn’t increase ou r sp eed limit if 
the federal and state gov ernments changed 
p resent law s.” 
To a q u estion of when the toll roads wou ld 
become free roads, Blakley said it wou ld be 
abou t the y ear 2005, if then. “The p roblem ,” 
he said, “wou ld hav e to be dealt with by fu ­ 
tu re adm inistrations—su ch a mov e wou ld 
necessitate the state taking ov er the m ainte­ 
nance of the roads,” said Blakley . 
He also p redicted an increase in the nu m ­ 
ber of u ser-fee roads to reliev e tax rev enu es. 
The y ear 2005 will be when the bonds u sed to 
finance constru ction of the sy stem wou ld re ­ 
tire Blakley said if tolls, at that time, were 
u sed to ju st continu e m aintenance, the 30-cent 
fees now charged might be redu ced to 20 
cents. 
Blakley m ade one p oint clear to the gath 
ering “Don’t create something between in­ 
terchanges thinking y ou r p lans m erit another 
interchange—y ou won’t get it.” 
He conclu ded by say ing “ What hap p ens to 
the growth in Dix on is largely u p to y ou —we 
don’t control the dev elop ment with the ex cep 
tion of drainage resou rces along the tollway .” 
May or W arren Walder, seated at the 
sp eaking table, v owed that ev ery effort is be 
ing m ade at the city and cou nty lev el in a co­ 
op erativ e v entu re to see that a p rop er p lan is 
followed for zoning of growth indu stry and 
com m ercial v entu res arou nd the tollway .

Ward observ ed Dix on had a p op u lation of less 
than 15,000 in 19 28 
Mrs. Velv a Unger asked the board for $10,000 to 
assist starting of the Op en Sesame Child Care Cen­ 
ter which is sp onsored by the Dix on Chu rch Cou ncil. 
She said the bu dget for the first y ear is $36 ,000 
and the city of Dix on has agreed to giv e the center 
$2,500 “if we get started.”

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Stick to your guns

B E L M O N T , Mass.— Supporters 
of gun registration and confiscation 
fall into one of two categories. They 
• are either unaware of the compel­ 
ling 
arguments 
against 
banning 
firearm s, or they have deliberately 
chosen to ignore—and even sup­ 
press—such information. 
Among the arguments which m il­ 
itate against disarming Am ericans, 
we find: (1) the “ right of the people 
to keep and bear arm s” is guaran­ 
teed by our Constitution; (2) dis­ 
arm ing law-abiding citizens encour­ 
ages crim inals; and (3) proposed 
anti-gun laws would duplicate in our 
country those same policies used to 
great advantage by Communists, 
Nazis, and other tyrants throughout 
history. 
Most Am ericans who presently 
favor gun laws are m erely unaware 
of the evidence to support these a r­ 
guments. Subsisting on a steady diet 
of fear for their own safety and the 
well-being of others, they have ac­ 
cepted the illogical conclusion that 
guns should be blamed for the spir- 
aling rate of crime. When presented 
with the very solid case against such 
dangerous nonsense, the typical gun 
opponent sees that his attitude is un- 
supportable. 
But if a great deal of the anti-gun 
support comes from honest but una­ 
ware Am ericans, some does not. 
And, not surprisingly, those who 
twist, distort and suppress sound a r­ 
guments against gun control are the 
very same individuals and groups 
whose incredibly perm issive atti­ 
tudes toward crim e and crim inals 
have 
spawned 
the 
skyrocketing 
wave of crim e which is being used as 
justification for outlawing guns. 
Congressman 
John 
B. 
Conlan 
(R.-Ariz.) summed up the effects of 
liberal attitudes toward crim e on 
M arch 2, 1974, when he stated. “ Our 
criminal-justice system, weakened 
by liberal attitudes often favoring 
the rights of crim inals over the 
rights of 
law-abiding 
victim s of 
crim e, is currently jailing only three 
crim inals for every hundred m ajor 
crim es committed throughout the 


United States. Crim inals and poten­ 
tial crim inals are very aw are of that 
low batting average.” 
How right he is! When only three 
per cent of those who commit crim e 
end up in jail, it is easy to see why 
crim e is increasing at a record pace. 
In 1973, the city of Chicago alone list­ 
ed 405,841 reported crimes. A federal 
study then revealed that fewer than 
half of the actual crim es were ever 
reported to the police. 
As an example of the refusal to 
consider the predictable outcome of 
leniency toward crim inals, we offer 
the National Advisory Commission 
on Crim inal Justice Standards and 
Goals. This group, financed by $1.75 
million of taxpayers’ money, urges 
the seizure of all handguns except 
those held by law enforcement and 
m ilitary officers. But it also recom ­ 
mends a ban on all sentences of 
more than five years unless a crim i­ 
nal is proven to be a persistent of­ 
fender; a 10-year moratorium on 
prison construction; co-ed prisons; 
and an end to uniforms, badges, and 
even weapons for prison guards. 
Add to these recommendations 
the already existing parole and pro­ 
bation policies which routinely re­ 
lease hardened crim inals, furlough 
programs for convicted m urderers, 
criminal-coddling courts, and accel­ 
erating campaigns to handcuff the 
police—and there should be little 
wonder why crim e is escalating. 
Such policies, in spite of their dis­ 
astrous effects, seem destined for 
expansion. Which leads to the ines­ 
capable conclusion that some forces 
and individuals are actually working 
to foster crim inal activity. 
When those whose concern for the 
crim inal far exceeds their concern 
for the law-abiding citizen insist on 
confiscating your gun—supposedly 
to “ protect” you and your fam ily— 
you ought to be highly suspicious. 
Your safety is not their goal. 
Your well-being and that of your 
nation w ill be far more secure if 
you—and all Am ericans—stick to 
your guns!

M ayor Tom Bradley, whose plat­ 
form when he was elected last year 
included proposals for better and 
costlier public transport, said he 
was “ deeply disappointed” at the 
vote: 46 per cent for, 55 per cent 
against. 
A recent strike of bus drivers that 
lasted 68 days m ay have caused a 
critical loss of support for the m eas­ 
ure. 
A bond issue in Detroit which 
would have provided $540 million for 
public transport was defeated; so 
was a proposed increase in the city 
income tax in Cleveland, intended to 
provide operating subsidies for the 
public transport system there. The 
only m ajor advance recorded was in 
Massachusetts, where the voters ap­ 
proved a state constitutional am end­ 
ment to allow state road funds to be 
used for public transport. 
In one state the elections were 
dominated by a referendum ques­ 
tion: that was New Jersey, where 
there was no Senate seat or gover­ 
norship to be fought for The propos­ 
al allowing casino gambling was the 
subject of well-organized, well-ex­ 
pounded campaigns by both sides. 
Observers, misled by the success of 
the New Jersey state lottery, now 
four years old, and by the initial 
strength shown by the proponents of 
public gambling as a way of reviving 
the depressed holiday resorts of the 
New Jersey coast, got a surprise: 
the voters rejected the measure by 
three to two. 
The governor, Brendan Byrne, 
had given the idea his active support 
at first, hut as an experiment in At­ 
lantic City alone; when the legisla­ 
ture seized on it for the whole state, 
he turned lukewarm and left its ad­ 
vocacy to the hotel and resort inter­ 
ests. 
Opposition was voiced by such 
public men as the Republican Sena­ 
tor, Clifford Case, and the United

U.S. military's expensive bauble

W A SH IN G T O N (NEA> — There 
is a National Guard unit in Daytona 
Beach which, for the past decade, 
has been using tax funds for the pur­ 
pose of rem aining proficient in obso­ 
lescence. 
The unit, an air defense battery, 
is assigned as its responsibility a 
Korean W ar vintage anti-aircraft 
weapon with which it is virtually im ­ 
possible to shoot down an aircraft. 
M any members of the unit believe 
the whole thing is unwise but contin­ 
ue to belong —and why not?— be­ 
cause they are paid up to several 
thousand dollars a years to keep the 
worthless artillery oiled. 
The example is only one of a 
lengthy list of sim ilar budget abuses 
and wastrel extravagance in the 
U.S. m ilitary reserve system, a sys­ 
tem that has through the decades 
defied almost all attempts to modify 
or elim inate it. Am ericans spend 
more than $4 billion annually to pre­ 
serve a 2.4-million-man reserve ap­ 
paratus that in the opinion of m any 
m ilitary and civilian observers is 
largely a joke. 
Numerous 
investigations 
have 
reinforced this opinion. A recent 
Brookings Institute study concluded 
that most reserve units (including 
Reserve and Guard components) 
are woefully short of combat capaci­ 
ty; that at least 300,000 of the paid 
reservists (there are 925,000) could 
be eliminated without fear of dis­ 
rupting national security and that, 
indeed, the state of the reserves is so 


low that entire new regular arm y 
units could be brought to proficiency 
in the tim e it would take to whip 
most reservists into battlefield con­ 
dition. 
The Daytona Beach battery is a 
ripe illustration of the last point. 
W hile it has been shining up outdat­ 
ed AA artille ry for the past dozen 
years, several generations of new 
air defense guns have come and 
gone. Says one Florida Guard colo­ 
nel: “ If we could w e’d get the new 
weapons. As it is, if it cam e to an 
em ergency, w e’d have to com pletely 
re tra in these men in the new weap­ 
onry. That would probably 
take 
months. M aybe it would take as 
much as a year. Even then, rem em ­ 
ber, they’d be no good against nucle­ 
ar attack.” 
Thus it is that rather than add to 
the 
national 
security, 
much 
of 
A m erica’s reserve m ilitary capacity 
m ay be detracting from it. “ The 
sheer statistics of the reserves may 
have lulled us into a sense of false 
security,” says a Brookings staffer. 
“ W e say we have almost 2.5 million 
in the reserve force and that sounds 
gigantic. Actually, given the proba­ 
ble foe in an atomic age, it is nothing 
but m athem atics. Our reserve big­ 
ness is mostly expensive fat.” 
The situation is nothing new. 
Critics have worried over reserve 
excesses and incapabilities since the 
end of W orld W ar II. But most tries 
at modernization, including Robert 
M cN am ara’s sensible plan to merge 
the Guard and Reserve into one lean 
Risk-rating nuclear power 


unit, have gone down the drain. One 
reason is the powerful anti-change 
lobby within the reserve itself; state 
governors 
com m and 
N atio n al 
Guard units, leading citizens people 
local companies, and almost one of 
five in the current Congress is a 
proud m em ber of the big fellowship 
club. 
Even now. with Congress casting 
about for ways to cut spending, nary 
a word of wonder is raised about the 
need for a $4 billion-a-year reserve. 
The 
arm ed 
services 
committees 
recognize the reserve deficiencies, 
but think in terms of increasing out­ 
lays to achieve better performance. 
“ Cut the budget?” says an aston­ 
ished staffer, “ are you kidding?” 
About half the members of both 
armed services committees are re­ 
servists. 
Still, in time of inflation, cuts 
m ay not be avoided for long. One 
idea worth considering is a total re­ 
structuring of the reserves into c a ­ 
dre units. This, done now on a sm all 
scale, would elim inate every one 
from selected (paid) status except 
highly skilled or adm inistrative peo­ 
ple who would continue to keep or­ 
g an izatio n al 
ap p aratu s 
a c tiv e 
toward the day of possible m obiliza­ 
tion. 
If the day came, the cadre would 
sim ply call ready (standby) reserv­ 
ists up to flesh out the ranks. The cit- 
izen-soldiers, this w ay, would still be 
ready for em ergency duty, but the 
nation wouldn’t pay them unless it 
occurred.

Ralph Nader, who has never let 
facts stand in the w ay of a crusade, 
would like to do to the nuclear power 
industry what he did to the Corvair. 
The consumer advocate chaired a 
two-day gathering of nuclear critics 
in Washington a couple weeks ago. 
Although not de-emphasizing the 
alleged radiation and accident perils 
of nuclear plants, Nader opened the 
meeting on a new tack—national se­ 
curity. 
As com m ercial reactors prolifer­ 
ate around the nation, they will be­ 
come widely vulnerable to sabotage, 
theft and te rro ris t actio n s, he 
warned. He painted the picture of a 
country forced to turn itself into a 
garrison state in order to safeguard 
its nuclear installations, with guards 
at every plant, at every checkpoint 
of transportation of nuclear m ate­ 
rials, at waste disposal areas and, 
“ I ’m sure, there will have to be 
guards for the guards.” 
W ell, this is what the industry 
gets for having so effectively refuted 
the horror scenarios sketched by its 
opponents. There is no doubt that the 
possibility of sabotage of a nuclear 
power plant is a greater risk than 
the safety risk of the plant itself. In 
fact, just about anything is a greater 
risk. 
The more than 40 com m ercial nu­ 
clear power plants in this country 
have so far accumulated about 200 


reactor-years 
of 
operation 
while 
m aintaining a perfect safety record. 
Yet the public continues to hear 
only scare talk—though it must be 
admitted that the Atom ic Energy 
Com mission’s penchant for covering 
up adverse information or dissen­ 
sion within its ranks has not exactly 
inspired public confidence. 
Even so, the regular doses of an- 
tinuclear propaganda to which the 
public is subjected could be more 
detrim ental to its w elfare in the long 
run than any conceivable dose of ra ­ 
diation it would receive if the worst 
fears of the critics cam e true. 
According to U niversity of Pitts­ 
burgh physicist Bernard L. Cohen, 
even if 100 per cent of our present 
electrical power were derived from 
nuclear fission, and even if the most 
extreme claim s of the critics should 
prove correct, the danger to the gen­ 
eral population 
from 
radioactive 
emissions would be equivalent to 
that of smoking three cigarettes a 
year. 
For the average Am erican, says 
Cohen, nuclear power is as danger­ 
ous as spending eight hours in Colo­ 
rado, where natural background ra ­ 
diation is higher than elsewhere in 
the country. This does not count the 
radiation one would get in traveling 
to Colorado: Ten hours of flying in a 
jet airplane gives as much radiation 
as a lifetim e of living with nuclear 
power. 


A person would subject him self to 
more radiation just by staying home 
and watching television. If he lives 
in a brick house rather than a wood­ 
en one, in six weeks he gets as much 
radiation as he would from a lifetim e 
of exposure to nuclear power. 
In their drive to halt the con­ 
struction of nuclear power plants, 
the critics do not hesitate to accept 
the wildest possible consequences as 
inevitable. They say nothing about 
the consequences to the nation if we 
do not develop this form of energy. 
When asked how we are going to 
meet our future energy needs, they 
glibly mention solar power or har­ 
nessing the wind or tides or under­ 
ground heat. Certainly, these sourc­ 
es should be developed, but it w ill be 
years before they make any signifi­ 
cant contribution to the total energy 
budget 
In the m eantime, we w ill have to 
rely on fossil fuels, chiefly coal, and 
here the health consequences far 
outweigh those of nuclear power. A 
conservative estimate is that air 
pollution causes 20,000 deaths a year 
in this country, and fossil fuel power 
plants are responsible for about one- 
seventh of all atmospheric pollution. 
This is not even to consider the 
environm ental effects of strip m in­ 
ing, or the fact that a coal-fired pow­ 
er plant actually releases m ore ra ­ 
dioactivity than its nuclear counter­ 
part.

The history and meaning of Christmas have al 
ways gleamed with light The Wise Men followed 
the light ot a star to tin* manger in the Holy Land, 
which was already ablaze with candles celebrating 
Chanukah, the Jewish Festival of Lights. 
The starry skies ot a Christmas night so im ­ 
pressed Martin Luther that he went back home and 
hung candles on his Christmas tree. It was the first 
time, some authorities insist, that the tree was 
trimmed with lights 
In America. Christmas lights are a time hon­ 
ored tradition and only once have they been ban­ 
ned 
last year, to focus attention on the energy cri 
sis. The ban has been lifted, however, and Christ 
mas 1974 should be ablaze with lights to heighten a 
joyous national spirit 
.Strung around doorways and windows 
indoors 
and out 
and, ot course, lestooning the Christmas 
tree, will be the traditional decorative lights that 
make Christmas truly festive lor millions of Am eri­ 
cans. 
In many homes, particularly on the Atlantic 
seaboard, candle-shaped lights will appear at the 
windows on Christmas Eve This lovely ritual, bor­ 
rowed from Ireland, is intended to light the Holy 
Fam ily on its way. 
We can thank the dazzling lights of Christmas 
for another seasonal bright spot, the singing of “ Si­ 
lent Night.” It’s said that tin* stars and candlelight 


of a Christmas midnight inspired Austrian minister 
Joseph Mohr to write the words of the carol in 1818 
His countryman and fellow cleric, Franz Gruber, 
set them to music. 
Another source of Christmas light illuminates 
this old F rench legend, a child-pleasing explanation 
of how the robin got its gaudy chest. It seems that an 
early bird charitably used its wings to fan the fire 
that kept the Christ Child warm as he lay in his 
manger. The glowing heat of the flames reddened 
the robin’s breast, and it stayed that way forever 
after. 
Though we’ve borrowed so much seasonal rega­ 


lia from other lands, some of the world’s most color 
lul customs have yet to be imported here A shining 
example is the Mexican “ posada,” held on each of 
the eight nights prior to Christmas Eve. Carrying 
candles and figurines of Mary and Joseph, mem 
hers of a family go from door to door seeking entry 
Turned away by each of their neighbors, they’re ad 
mitted to the last house on their route, where they 
enter and sing their thanks. Next night a different 
family goes forth, and so on, until the cycle is com 
pleted 
Some Yuletide ideas, however, are better left 
abroad We'd hate to follow the lead of the British 
Parliament that banned Christmas altogether It 
happened in 1644. When Oliver Cromwell and his 
Puritan followers came to power they looked as 
kance at the gay and noisy celebration that had be­ 
come a Christmas custom One traditional item that 
particularly incensed them was the Yule log, a huge 
tree that was burned throughout the holiday. It had 
been the focus of seasonal revelry since the pagan 
sun worshipping rites of ancient Britain, which had 
also taken place in late December. That was enough 
for Cromwell, who banned the whole Christmas 
celebration as “ immoral sun-Worshippe.” 
There’s no telling how dour and sour old Oliver 
would have reacted to our modern Christmas, with 
its blazing glory of Yule lights strung above the 
main thoroughfares of most American towns.

Ex tensio n Adv iser 
T here’s no su bstitu te for 
freshness, A fresh Christmas 
tree will stay green longer and 
be less of a fire hazard than a 
dry tree. To check for fresh 
ness, remember. 
. . . A fresh tree is green 
. . . Needles are hard to p u ll 
from branches. 
. . . When bent between y ou r 
fingers, fresh needles do not 
break . 
. . . The tru nk bu tt of a fresh 
tree is stick y with resin. 
. . . When the tru nk of a tree 
is bou nced on the 
grou nd, a 
shower of falling needles show 
that the tree is too dry . 
Ap p earance and fragrance 
are greatly enhanced by fresh­ 
ness. Bu t of greater imp ortance 
is the safety factor. A fresh tree 
retaining p lenty of moistu re is 
v irtu ally imp ossible to ignite by 
match or small flame. On the 
other hand, a dry tree can be 
ignited with a small sp ark . 
Place the tree carefu lly , 
away from firep laces, radi­ 
ators, and other heat sou rces. 
See that it is ou t of the way of 
traffic and doesn’t block door­ 
way s. 
Cu t off abou t two inches of the 
tru nk . Mou nt tree in a stu rdy , 
water-holding stand with wide­ 
sp read legs. Fasten large tree 
to walls or ceiling with thin gu y 
wires. They ’ll be nearly in­ 
v isible. 
Fill the base holder with wa­ 
ter. Keep it fu ll of water while 
the tree is indoors (as y ou 
wou ld fresh flowers). Remem­ 
ber that heated rooms dry trees 
ou t rap idly , creating fire haz­ 
ards 
How many lights does a 
Christmas tree need to bring ou t 
its fu ll beau ty in holiday sty le? 
Don’t gu ess! Measu re. Mu l­ 
tip ly the height of the tree by 
the width, then mu ltip ly that 
nu mber by three. Then y ou ’ll 
k now the max imu m nu mber of 
lights 
to 
u se. 
To get 
the 
minimu m, cu t that figu re in 
half. 
This gu ide is good whether 
y ou ’re determining the lighting 
for an ou tdoor tree or an indoor 
tree — for a three-foot or a 
thirty -foot tree. 
In p lacing the lights, start at 
the top of the tree and work 
down. You can distribu te the 
lights ev enly by wrap p ing them 
sp iral-fashion arou nd the tree. 
Ev ery sock et on the light 
string shou ld be filled with a 
bu lb. This will assu re that little 
fingers or dangling decorations 
do not get bu rned by an emp ty 
sock et. All decorations shou ld 
be firep roof. 
Im itativ e C hristm as trees 
that hav e bu ilt-in electrical sy s­ 
tems shou ld be check ed to see 
whether they hav e been tested 
for electrical safety . All ty p es 
of decorativ e lighting shou ld 
Ro ck Rive r 
Gra n g e p la n s 
h o lid a y p a rty

Check each set of lights, new 
or old. for brok en or crack ed 
sock ets, fray ed or bare wires, 
loose connections. Discard any 
damaged sets or rep air them 
before u sing 
And be su re to tu rn off all 
lights on trees and other 
decorations when y ou go to bed 
or leav e the hou se Lights cou ld 
short and start a fire. 
Nev er u se electric lights on a 
metallic tree. Althou gh safe 
when 
u sed 
according 
to 
m anu factu rers’ 
directions, 
m etallic trees can become 
charged with electricity from 
fau lty lights. Then any p erson 
tou ching a branch cou ld be 
electrocu ted. To av oid 
this 
danger, u se colored sp otlights 
abov e or beside a tree, nev er 
fastened onto it! 
The u se of ev ergreen branch­ 
es for Christmas decorations 
is traditional and p op u lar. Bu t 
these decorations shou ld be 
u sed in the right locations. 
Two Ty p es 
There are two ty p es of ev er­ 
greens commonly u sed. They 
are narrow-leafed (needles) 
ev ergreens, su ch as p ine, 
sp ru ce, and fir, and broadleaf 
ty p es su ch as lau rel, holly , and 
others. 
Following are some gu ide­ 
lines to u se in selecting y ou r 
greens. 
—Pine 
has 
the 
longest 
needles. Pine will last longer 
than other greens, bu t p itch or 
sap coming from it can damage 
fu rnitu re. 
—Fir has short needles that 
are long lasting.

Inflation and economic p rob­ 
lems reflected in the av erage 
consu m er’s grocery bills also 
affect state gov ernments. Bu t 
most state officials su rv ey ed by 
The Associated Press believ e 
state gov ernments won’t really 
begin to feel the sq u eeze for a 
y ear or more. 
Since state bu dgets are p re­ 
p ared on a fiscal y ear basis, 
Ju ly 1-Ju ne 30, the cu rrent eco­ 
nomic situ ation and rate of in­ 
flation were not taken into ac­ 
cou nt 
when 
bu dgets 
were 
drawn u p last sp ring. 
Howev er, the Commerce De­ 
p artm ent rep orted Su nday that 
the growth of state tax rev e­ 
nu es for 1974 didn’t keep u p 
with the rise in p rices. Tax in­ 
come for all 5 0 states totaled 
$74.1 billion in 1974 comp ared to 
$68 .1 billion the p rev iou s y ear. 
This was a rise of only 8 .9 p er 
cent com p ared to a 10.9 p er 
cent ju m p in p rices for the 
same p eriod. 
This m eans that the su rp lu ses 
p rojected in most state bu dgets 
for the cu rrent fiscal y ear will 
hav e a tendency to ev ap orate. 
And drawing u p the 1975 -76 
bu dgets in coming months will 
force m any states to choose be­ 
tween raising tax es or cu tting 
serv ices. 
“We are looking at a rather 


tight bu dget situ ation the rest 
of this y ear and all of nex t 
y ear,” said Florida Bu dget Di­ 
rector Wallace Henderson. 
Gov .-elect Richard D. Lamm 
of Colorado said the national 
economic .situ ation “giv es a 
message to all of u s. This is a 
time for ex trem e cau tion.” 
Officials from some states 
said 
increased 
tax es 
or 
changed tax stru ctu res may be 
necessary to meet inflation-re­ 
lated p roblems.

Fertilizers should be checked 


Illinois Director of Agricu l­ 
tu re Robert J. “Pu d ” Williams 
tod ay reiterated his warning 
that d ealers and farmers check 
to see that the fertilizers they 
bu y meet the analy sis gu aran­ 
teed on the p ack age. 
Williams said that his d ep art­ 
ment is continu ing to find short­ 
ages of v ariou s comp onents 
when officials ru n the fer- 
tilizersfthrou gh laboratory ana­ 
ly sis. 
In one ex treme case, accord ­ 
ing to the d irector, the d ep art­ 
ment fou nd grou nd granite be­ 
ing sold as a fertilizer. He said 
the granite "had no food v alu e 
for p lants at all.” 
Williams said that p art of the 
p roblem may resu lt from p ro­ 
cessors getting a lower grad e of 
raw material than they hav e in 
p rev iou s y ears while at the 
same time not monitoring their 
p rod u ction facilities closely 
enou gh. The d irector said that 
this situ ation was most com­ 
mon where p hosp hate was 
concerned . 
Liq u id fertilizers are another 
area where the d ealer or u ser 
might be shorted , the d irector 
said . 
“You ’ll find that in the fer­ 
tilizer bu siness, lik e ju st abou t 
any other, most p eop le are 
honest and ? p leasu re to trad e 


with,” Williams said . 
“Bu t 
ev ery now and then, there will 
be someone who is going to wa­ 
ter d own liq u id fertilizers. And 
I think it’s a little more seriou s 
in that k ind of a situ ation, be­ 
cau se it not only means that 
someone is cheated , bu t also 
that the farmer may mak e a 
miscalcu lation in p lanning the 
treatment of his crop s. Those 
are the k ind of miscalcu lations 
that hu rt ev ery bod y , esp ecially 
the consu mer who has to mak e 
u p the d ifference in the end ." 
Williams ad d ed . “I again en­ 
cou rage any one who wants to 
be su re of the analy sis of the 
fertilizer or any other of the 
chemicals he is u sing on his 
crop s to tak e ad v antage of the 
facilities and serv ices of the Il­ 
linois Dep artment of Agricu l­ 
tu re and hav e them check ed . 
The p erson who tak es that ex ­ 
tra care is the one who will d o a 
little better as well as be the 
best influ ence on stabilizing the 
economy .”

Agronomist review 1974 crop season 


URBANA— It is almost ov er! 
And that is abou t the only good 
thing to be said abou t the 1974 
crop season. 
The season started innocent­ 
ly . In fact, the start was p rom 
ising 
A su bstantial acreage 
was fall-tilled , giv ing farmers a 
good head start at seed bed 
p rep aration. 
Bu t field s read y for p lanting 
soon became q u agmires as they 
were p elted by sp ring rains 
And the resu lting late-p lanted 
com and soy bean crop s were 
fu rther d amaged by d rou ght in 
mid su mmer and an early frost 
in the fall. 
Wet weather in October and 
Nov ember k ep t crop s from d ry ­ 
ing in the field and d elay ed har­ 
v est Some corn remains in the 
field , and some may be there all 
winter Here’s the way Univ er­ 
sity of Illinois agronomists re­ 
v iew the 1974 season in their 
areas: 
Sou thern 
Illinois— 
“We’re 
still wet after another ram, bu t 
with a little d ry ing weather this 
cou ld still d ev elop into an id eal 
sp ring for p lanting." 
That ’s the way Dale Millis, U. 
of I. area agronom ist at 
Brownstown. started his week ­ 
ly crop rep ort in Ap ril. Bu t it 
was almost six week s later 
when d ry ing weather arriv ed — 
and it wasn't wid esp read 
Nitrogen su p p lies were short 
and high p riced , and farmers 
tarted switching their p lanting 
intentions from corn to soy ­ 
beans by mid May . Wheat was 
at the head ing stage and fairly 
healthy , say s Millis 
Variable w eather brou ght 
v ariable p lanting p rogress in 
the western, central and east­ 
ern p arts of Sou thern Illinois, 
On Ju ne 1, 100 p er cent of the 
corn acreage was p lanted and 
soy bean p lanting was started in 
the west, 6 0 p er cent of the corn 
was p lanted and no soy beans 
were p lanted in the central •ac­ 
tion, and 20 p er cent of the corn 
was p lanted 
10 p er cent need 
ed rep lanting - and no soy 
beans were p lanted in the east 
Army worms, flea beetles and 
black cu tworms fed in corn 
field s Bu t the wheat crop was 
p rogressing well, say s Millis 
Ram fell throu gh tin* first 
three week s of Ju ne And the 
wet weather increased weed , 
insect and d isease d amage to 
the region's one crop "bright 
sp ot” 
wheat 
Test weights 
were light, the crop was gar 
lick y , and the d ock for garlick y 
wheu t ^ab sev ere F inal y ield s 


were in the 30- to 35-bu shel -p er- 
acre range. 
Weather cond itions changed 
d u ring the last week of Ju ne. 
Soils d ried and corn p lanting 
p rogressed rap id ly . 
Bu t on 
Sou thern Illinois soils, too little 
moistu re is as seriou s as too 
mu ch. 
Drou ght bak ed and cru sted 
farmland and fu rther d elay ed 
p lanting p rogress. In ad d ition, 
the d ry weather seriou sly ham­ 
p ered growth of the crop s that 
were in the grou nd 
Rain finally fell again in mid 
Au gu st, bu t some d amage was 
bey ond rep air. Late-p lanted 
crop s that su ffered “wet feet" 
early in the season receiv ed the 
ad d itional d rou ght stress. And 
some Sou thern Illinois crop s 
were again d amaged by frost in 
early ()ctober Weather contin­ 
u ed to p lagu e farmers right 
throu gh harv est. 
“Ov erall, it’s been a tou gh 
season All crop y ield s were be­ 
low av erage. Bu t, it at least 
wasn’t the total failu re that we 
feared d u ring the d rou ght,” 
Millis conclu d es 
Eastern Illinois— “After an 
ex tremely wet p lanting season, 
farmers were finished p lanting 
corn in eastern Illinois in late 
Ju ne. That’s not necessarily the 
way they wanted it — that’s ju st 
the way it work ed ou t,” rep orts 
I,es Boone, U of I. area agrono­ 
mist at IJrbana-Uhamp aign. 
Boone estimates that total 
corn acreage in eastern Illinois 
was d own 10 p er cent from 
original p lanting intentions be­ 
cau se of the wet sp ring And the 
mid su mmer d rou ght mad e a 
su bstantial d ifference in y ield s, 
say s Boone 
Moistu re is necessary for 
ad eq u ate p ollination to occu r 
Und er p rop er growing cond i­ 
tions, p ollination shed , and silk 
emergence are timed together 
Howev er, he ad d s, d rou ght in 
hibited silk emergence and p ol­ 
lination failed in some field s 
Those field s were sterile. Rain 
throu gh the last two week s of 
Au gu st help ed , bu t it wasn't 
enou gh to p u ll field s “ou t of the 
wood s ” 
"What we need ed was warm 
weather in Sep tember and as 
mu ch of October 
p ossibly ,” 
say s Boone 
“What 
we re 
ceiv ed , as ev ery one k nows, was 
cool weather d u ring mu ch of 
Sep tember, then frost late in 
the month and again in early 
October.” 
Wet weather retu rned to d e 
lay harv est p rogress of .both 


corn and soy beans Some corn 
sp rou ted and rotted in the field 
And y ield s of both crop s were 
well below av erage lev els, say s 
Boone. 
W estern Illinois— Sp ring 
work got an early start in West­ 
ern Illinois, accord ing to C. G. 
Chambliss, U. of I. area agron­ 
omist at Macomb. By early 
May , 9 5 p er cent of the p lowing 
was comp leted , with one-half of 
the corn crop in the grou nd 
Bu t then came the rain and 
cold weather. Three week s 
p assed and only one and one- 
half d ay s were fit for field 
work Planted corn tu rned y el 
low or was flood ed Wheat was 
rid d led by d isease and hail 
d amage. 
“ Some 
farm ers 
started 
p lanting arou nd mu d holes, bu t 
it was almost six week s from 
the first rain that the area was 
treated to a really clear sk y ," 
say s Chambliss. 
It was late Ju ne before corn 
p lanting was comp leted 
And 
later some field s need l'd re­ 
p lanting when they were flood 
i» d for the second or third time. 
Area farmers were try ing to 
cu ltiv ate early corn, sid ed ress 
corn with nitrogen, and p lant 
soy beans at the same time. 
Wheat y ield s were low. 
“ In mid su mmer, the weather 
abou t-faced ," Chambliss con­ 
tinu es “We went throu gh a hot. 
d ry sp ell that had corn leav es 
rolling and beans showing 
d rou ght sy mp toms ” 
A p leasant fall was interru p t 
ed by some frost d amage in late 
Sep tember and a hard freeze 
which k illed ev ery thing on 
Oct. 
2 Chambliss say s 80 p er cent of 
the crop s were p ast frost d an­ 
ger at that time, howev er Late 
corn was sev erely d amaged 
and was harv ested at high- 
moistu re contents. 
A long harv est season fol­ 
lowed the short grow mg season, 
Cham bliss conclu d es 
Bean 
y ield s ranged from 7 to 53 bu sh­ 
els p er acre, and corn y ield s 
ranged from 40 to iso bu shels 
p er acre, 
“It was an av erage y ield ing 
y ear, bu t we had to £ et those 
y ield s the hard way ” 
Northern Illinois— Farmers 
were read y for a wet sp ring, bu t 
still were u nable to get the 1974 
crop p lanted on time, say s Der- 
raid Mu lv aney , U of i 
area 
agronomist at UcKalb 
Some corn was p lanted in late 
Ap ril, w ith abou t 5 to io p er cent 
of the corn p lanted by May I 
Good soil and weather cond i

tions p rev ailed throu ghou t the 
first week in May allowing 
abou t 6 0 p er cent of the corn 
crop to be p lanted 
TTien it started — rain. “Soils 
were com p letely satu rated , 
halting field work ,” say s Mu l­ 
v aney . “Clou d y weather and 
low soil temp eratu re end ed any 
hop e of getting crop s p lanted on 
time. And mu ch of what was 
p lanted need ed rep lanting be­ 
cau se of water d amage,” he 
ad d s 
Once the sk ies cleared , farm 
ers were able to resu me p lant­ 
ing, d od ging the wet sp ots Bu t 
for all p ractical p u rp oses, 
farmers were ou t of the field s 
from May 7 to May 29 . 
By the end of the first week in 
Ju ne, howev er, 70 to 80 p er cent 
of both corn and soy beans were 
p lanted A good d eal of rep lant­ 
ing of corn was also d one Then 
rain in mid -Ju ne filled rep lant­ 
ed p ond s and nu rsed the al­ 
read y healthy weed crop . 
"On Ju ne 19, we rep orted 80 
to 85 p er cent of the crop s were 
p lanted ," say s Mu lv aney . “At 
the same time, 5 to 20 p er cent 
of the acreage d amaged by wa­ 
ter was still u nfit for p lanting." 
The last of the corn was 
p lanted in early Ju ly . And by 
m id -Ju ly farm ers actu ally 
need ed some of the rain they 
had earlier 
The su m m er 
d rou ght continu ed u ntil mid - 
Au gu st, with late-p lanted crop s 
d esp erately need ing moistu re 
to help p od set and k ernel fill. 
Early , k illing frosts cov ered 
the area on Sep t 23 and 24. Sev - 
enty p ercent of the soy beans 
and 40 p ercent of the corn was 
immatu re enou gh to su ffer 
d am age. 
Soy bean 
harv est 
startl'd early in October Yield s 
rangi*d from 20 to 35 bu shels p er 
acre And farmers were still 
tilling silos with corn silage, 
Mu lv aney ad d s 
The 1974 corn harv est was a 
long, d rawn-ou t affair, featu r­ 
ing sev eral p roblems - high 
moistu re, stalk and ear rot, 
high field losses, and rain Corn 
y ield s ranged from 40 to 9 0 
bu shels p er acre Shrink age of 
high moistu re corn was tre­ 
mend ou s. say s Mu lv aney 
"Some corn is still in the 
field , becau se it cannot be 
stored as ear corn and it d ot's 
not shell well Bu t mu ch fall 
p lowing and fertilizer ap p lica 
tion has giv en Northern Illinois 
farmers a head start on the 1975 
crop season,” he say s "They 
ex p ect another wet sp ring and 
hop e to be better p rep ared "

Newsprint 
study is

lack of expansion in the news­ 
print industry will not neces­ 
sarily bring about paper short­ 
ages, say s a Senate study .

It quoted an industry spokes­ 
man as say ing prices must go 
even higher — to at least $300 a 
ton — to justify the construc­ 
tion necessary to expand pro­ 
duction capacity . 
The study was prepared for a 
subcommittee investigating in­ 
dustrial shortages. The panel, 
chaired by Sen. Henry J. Jack­ 
son, D-Wash., said that in late 
September 1973 a Canadian 
marketer pegged $205 per ton 
as the price at which capacity 
could be increased. 
“But even though prices have

on cutbacks 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Gov. Daniel Walker say s he 
will meet Dec. 17 with his Cabi­ 
net to decide where employ e 
cutbacks can be made and 
where services can be reduced 
in 1975. 


Walker announced plans for 
the meeting Monday . He said 
the reductions are due to “m as­ 
sive and irresponsible" over­ 
spending by the General As- 
semly . 


The legislature adjourned its 
session last week after over­ 
riding millions of dollars in 
budget cuts and sending Walker 
a tax relief program for the el­ 
derly . 


Walker said the actions will 
add $134 million to his budget 
for the current fiscal y ear 
which ends June 30, 1975 and 
$18 2 million to the state budget 
for fiscal 1976 which starts July 
1, 1975. 


“While I have condemned 
this legislative action as irre­ 
sponsible, which it is, we must 
also recognize that it is also 
mostly irrevocable. As a result, 
we are now confronted with a 
need for tough action to avoid 
either large scale reductions in 
services or a tax increase,” the 
governor wrote in a memo to 
the heads of all state depart­ 
ments and agencies under his 
control. 


He told the Cabinet members 
to submit by Friday to his 
Budget Bureau a list of the 
areas where cuts can be made 
and to review their 1976 budget 
proposals.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Food 
prices probably will rise as fast 
during the first six months of 
next y ear as they did this y ear, 
an Agriculture Department offi­ 
cial predicted today . 


The gloomy outlook could be 
even worse if poor weather cur­ 
tails the harvest for the second 
consecutive y ear, department 
economist J. Dawson Ahalt told 
the National Agricultural Out­ 
look Conference. 


This y ear’s food prices are 
running about 15 pet. above 
last y ear, when a record y ear- 
to-y ear jump occurred. Ahalt 
projected further rises at an 
annual rate of 15 per cent until 
next summer. 
Ahalt told a reporter before 
his speech that an extraor­ 
dinarily good harvest of U.S. 
crops next summer and fall 
could pull the final 1975 over-all 
rise down sharply to an aver­ 
age closer to 10 per cent. But 
that would require drastic price 
reductions in the last three 
months of the y ear. 
Earlier Ky le Randall, chair­ 
man of USDA’s Outlook and 
Situation Board, said that farm ­ 
ers expect to cultivate 12 mil­ 
lion to 16 million more acres 
next y ear, almost two-thirds of 
it in corn and other feed grains 
that are vital for production of 
meat, poultry and dairy prod-

come spent for food to an esti­ 
mated 16.8 per cent of take- 
home pay on a national aver­ 
age, the highest since 1968. 


“Unlike the 1973 perform 
ance, however, when all of the 
increase was due to higher food 
prices, part of this y ear’s 
spending put more food on con­ 
sumers’ 
tables,” 
as 
eating 
habits shifted from expensive 
meat to more direct crop-re­ 
lated foods, Ahalt said. 
“I don’t think that’s going to 
happen again. Consumption is 
going to slip a little next y ear,” 
the economist said before his 
speech. 


Ellen Zawel, president of the 
National Consumers Congress, 
said in response to Ahalt’s pre­ 
pared address to the depart­ 
ment’s annual National Agricul­ 
tural Outlook Conference, “The 
prospects of another 15 to 20 
per cent increase in food prices 
is mindboggling.” 
Food prices last y ear jumped 
14.5 per cent and have in­ 
creased about another 15 per 
cent so far this y ear. 
A y ear ago the department 
predicted a 12 per cent increase 


during 1974. However, poor har­ 
vests reduced supply and in­ 
creased prices. 
Ahalt said 
prospects 1 are 
“highly uncertain” for the last 
half of 1975, when economists 
again hope for bumper U.S. 
grain crops. 
Ahalt said 
additional 
in­ 
creases in 
processing, dis­ 
tributing and 
marketing costs 
will add to pressure on prices 
But he predicted such increases 
will be more in line with over­ 
all price trends than they have 
been this y ear, when middle­ 
men have accounted for 8 4 per 
cent of the increase in retail 
prices.

She said food inflation is 
fueled by “the interplay of sup­ 
ply and demand factors and the 
costly structure of the domestic 
food delivery sy stem. 
“While farmers go broke and 
consumers are exhorted to bite 
the bullet, all the food industry 
manages to do is pass the 
buck,” she said. “Consumers 
will no longer tolerate, and can 
no longer afford to pay , the 
pass-along,”

An d when they were to ddlers, 
we bo u ght them an illu strated 
children ’s dictio n ary , p lu s 
ap p ro p riate sto ry bo o ks. 
By “ap p ro p riate,” I mean 
tho se that stressed mo ral 
v alu es an d sho wed that the hero 
defeated the v illain .
